leader Mikhail Gorbachev, concluding the Moscow 
summit, that U.S. and Soviet positions on the Middle 
East are drawing Closer. ~ : 

“Let’s be sober and open-eyed. Our fate and 
future will not be détermined or decided either in 
Washington or Moscow, but in Jerusalem,” Shamir 
said, referring to the sommit talks, after his re- 
election as Herut chairman at Kfar Hamaccabiah. 


’ Ata news conference in Moscow, Gorbachev had .᾿ 


suggested that the time was right for renewed Soviet 
peace moves in the Middle East: “We've given the 
Americans several years of ity to go it 
alone. They saw that they couldn't.” 

But he also made a gesture toward Israel, saying: 


" conference is convened, “we are prepared to address 


ourselves to regularizing relations with Israel.” 

He also insisted that Israel's security was as impor- 
tant as Palestinian self-ietermination. 

‘There can be no security for one at the expense of 
the other,” Gorbachev told the news conference, the 
first he has given in the Soviet Union. 

“There has been a drawing closer of our posi- 
tions,” he said, citing superpower agreement that an 
international touference on the Middle East is 
needed. : 

‘Well-placed sources in the Israeli Foreign Ministry 
said yesterday that Gorbachev's statement attempt- 
ed to use the most positive terms concerning future 
relations with Israel and the peace process. They 
added that the odds for an American-Soviet under- 
standing on the Middle East have significantly im- 
proved ing the summit.

“We are not epemies of the Soviet Union...," he 
went on. “But the Soviet Union, and it alone, must 
change its attitude to Israel and to the problems of 
our people.” 

Israel, for its part, was prepared, if such a change

Dazed secretaries guided reporters through their 
Offices, where desks, chairs, and bookshelves had been 
overtumed. ““We were so frightened,” said Tami 
Abba, “that the first thing we thought to do when they 
came in was to hide our bags.” : 

Veronica, another Treasury employee, recalled: 
“As they made their way up the steps, they started 
shouting ‘Destroy, destroy,” shattering windows and 

jog the walls with clubs.” 

At an impromptu news conference, Finance Minis- 
try director-general Victor Medina called the Beit 
Shemesh workers “hoodlums,” saying “these are 
grave actions, which have no place in a land ruled by 
law.” 

He said the ministry has been “negotiating inten- 
sively” with the workers on the issue of compensation 
for the past two weeks, “but it's impossible to give 
them the amounts they're demanding. What happened 
today was very sad indeed. But we are still ready to do

Father charges ‘guiding hand’ 
in Derech Hanitzotz harassment

The mob violence with which the 
prisoners in Neveh Tirza prison 
greeted Michal Schwartz and Ronni 
Ben-Efrat, accused in the Derech 
Hanitzotz case, smacks of “some 
guiding hand,” calls into question 
the functioning of the country’s legal 
system, and may lead to tragedy, 
Schwartz's father, Prof. Yeboshua 
Arieli, warned yesterday.

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Rabbis on the warpath 


IT WOULD BE nice if the chief rabbis were able, even at this 
late hour, to correct the error of their stand on the right of 
Jewish women to serve on rabbinical electoral colleges and on 
religious couacils, and turn their attention to higher issues of 
the spirit. For the moment, however. the chief rabbis, and 
their dutifully supportive Chief Rabbinate Council. are con- 
tent to level charges of illicit interference in precisely such 
halachic matters at the High Court of Justice. 

Regrettably, the Orthodox rabbinical establishment is still 
on the warpath against the Declaration of Independence. 
Although it is 40 years now since the declaration promised all 
citizens of the Jewish state a complete equality of social and 
political rights, irrespective of religion, race or sex, the rabbis 
still find women to be too sexually dangerous. and constitu- 
tionally unfit, to regularly associate with men. particularly 
with modesty-minded rabbinical scholars, in the work of state 
bodies. 

Not all rabbis, by any means, hold to this antiquated mule- 
supremacist view of women. One halachic authority who 
dissents from it is the chief Sephardi rabbi of Haifa. Eliahu 
Bakshi-Doron. In a long interview last Friday. published by 
the Orthodox weekly Yom Hashishi, Rabbi Bakshi-Doron 
observed that, halachically speaking. the seating of a woman, 
such as Yeroham’s Lea Shakdiel, on a religious council pre- 
sents no problem whatever. The concept of religious council, 
the rabbi pointed out. simply does not exist in the halacha. 

In other words, as the Israel Wizo chairman. Ruth Tekoah, 
has put it, a religious council is not a synagogue. 

A synagogue, even if partly state subsidized. is an autono- 
mous body, and the partition customarily placed in it between 
praying men and women is irremovable by a state judge. But 
under state law, as interpreted by the High Court. the rabbis 
are not free to partition a religious woman away from the 
religious council, or the rabbinical electoral college, to which 
she has been duly elected. Because, despite their religious 
connotation and involvement, these are state bodies. 

A number of ultra-Orthodox rabbis, not all of them anti- 
Zionist, would for exactly this reason prefer a separation of 
religion from the state, until such happy time as the halacha 
wiped the secular law off the face of Israel's earth. 

The chief rabbis, state servants that they are, do not venture 
nearly that far. What they are aiming at, according to the 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi, Avraham Shapiro, is merely the pro- 
tection of halacha’s “last little corner” from encroachment by 
the High Court of Justice. But the “little corner” turns out to 
be quite sizable, and not necessarily under the chief rabbis" 
jurisdiction. To Rabbis Shapiro and Eliahu, they alone are 
entitled to determine, for example, which matter concerning 
which state body is to be halachically decided, meaning by 
them. Whenever it disregards such rabbinical determination 
the High Court is therefore, by definition, ultra vires. 

On that basis there can indeed be no expectation of any 
modus vivendi. Israel is, and will remain, a state of law not 
halacha. An expansion of the ambit of halacha can only be 
achieved one way: by proving that its application in this 
country so far is not indicative of its potential for humane 
adaptability. There are religious leaders in Israel who under- 
stand this. One of them aow appears to be Dr. Yosef Burg. the 
former interior minister whose initial submission to the chief 
ied diktat caused the Shakdie! case to go to the High 

‘ourt. 

This week Dr. Burg has made mincemeat of the chief rabbis" 
argument in that case. Perhaps they, his friends in religious- 
Zionist conviction, should take a leaf from the former NRP 
leader's book. 


- Banking on secrecy 


FIVE years ago the country’s commercial banks were saved 
from bankruptcy by the government's decision to underwrite 
their shares, in the famous “arrangement.” [t was a reasonable 
assumption, at the time, that the financial wizards who had 
brought their banks to the brink would from then on show a 
measure of responsibility in running the banks. Not least by 
matching their own emoluments to the banks" real profits. 

That any such assumption was highly premature, at least in 
the case of Bank Leumi, was shortly thereafter to be revealed 
by the Bejski Commission. Corrective action of sorts was, 
however, taken with the subsequent dismissal of Leumi's 
supremo, Emest Japhet, and some of his principal aides. 
Shortly afterwards the scandal of the whole gang's bloated 
pensions broke out. When that was finally settled. peace 
seemed to come to the bank that handles most of the govern- 
ment’s financial transactions. 

Now a fresh Leumi scandal appears to be brewing. A 
member of the bank's board of directors. Hebrew University 
Law Professor Shimon Shetreet. claims to have discovered 
that the board had been outrageously misled by Mr. Japhet 
even about the pension package for the bank’s retired and still 
serving senior officials as finally agreed upon. The actual 
amount, which comes to sixty one million dollars, is more than 
ten mes larger than what had been reported to the board. 
Prof. Shetreet also charges that the current board chairman. 
Dr. Meir Heth, has prevented any inquiry into Mr. Japhet's 
latest secret shenanigans. 

A detailed investigation into this entire sorry mess is now 
mandatory. At a time when hundreds of workers in enterprises 
all over the country are losing their jobs for no fault of theirs, it 
is inconceivable that a bunch of ungrateful banking fat-cats 
should be allowed to draw fabulous pensions wholly out of 
proportion to their real contribution to the common weal. 


DEMOCRACY WON in the La- 
bour Party Central Committee. The 
women were among its victims. 

Women constitute about 18 per 
cent of the Central Committee, but 
they received much less than 18 per 
cent of the votes in party elections 
last week. However, it isn't only the 
men who are to blame. Nor can one 
blame party chairman Shimon Peres 
for campaigning for Nelly Karkabi, 
the Christian Arab woman who 
placed 26th on the list and fourth 
among the five women whom the 
Central Commitee was obliged to 
elect. Without Peres's intervention, 
Yael Davan might have been elect- 
ed instead of Karkabi, but there 
would still have been onty five wom- 
en elected. and electorally Labour 
would not have necessarily been 
better off. 

At most, there will be six women 
{out of 40-45) inthe Labour Party 
faction in the 12th Knesset, includ- 
ing Edna Solodar. representing the 
kibbutz movement, and the five 
elected by the Central Committee. 
with Lady Dove (Ora Namir) and 
Lady Hawk (Shoshana Arbeli-Al- 
moslino) sandwiching Arye Lova 
Eliav at the top of the list. There 
should be at least eight women on 
the list if they are to constitute 20 
per cent of the Labour Knesset 
membership. According to the party 
constitution, 20 per cent of the mem- 
bership of all its institutions should 
be_women. 

The two women who didn't make 
it this time, and should have, are 


PROFESSOR RUTH Gavinson's 
“credo of a civil libertarian” (Jeru- 
salem Post, May 23) reminds one of 
those in the Weimar Republic who 
fulminated day after day about the 
vital need to protect any and all civil

Undeterred by what had hap- 
pened to their libertarian forebears, 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
50 years later upheld the right of 
Nazis to march through Chicago. 
That march was cancelled only at 
the last mqment by the determina- 
tion of concentration camp survi- 
vors to prevent it by force if 
necessary. 

So much for the infallibility of 
civil rights associations. Gavinson‘s 
main theme is: “It may be true that 
Israel! cannot continue to occupy the 
administered territories without sys- 
tematically violating many of the 
civil liberties of their residents. But 
is it clear that continuing the occu- 
pation is analagous to existence? 
And if it is not, the primary civil 
liberties question becomes whether. 
assuming that continuing the occu- 
pation will indeed necessitate sys- 
tematic violations of civil liberties, 
such occupation is justified.” 

The occupation was not desired 
by Israel, nor is it today. It was 
thrust upon it when in the course of 
repelling a totally unprovoked at- 
tack, Israel was forced to occupy the 


RESTITUTION PAYMENTS 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, -- There is no doubt that for 
certain sections of the population, 
the policy of the “frozen” exchange 
rate is a burden. Obviously the con- 
tinuous inflation in this country, al- 
though greatly diminished, is still far 
higher than in most countries to 
which we export and creates an in- 
creasing gap in the real value of our 
currency related to theirs. The con- 
sequence is difficulties for business- 
men such as exporters and hoteliers. 
Measures must be taken to he'p 
them in spite of the disadvantages 
for the general population (which 
pays for them), since devaluation is 
considered to be a bigger danger. 

However, there is a group of peo- 
ple left in the lurch because they 
suffer most and have no means of 
defence. Those are the people who 
subsist mainly on restitution pay- 
ments, to which they are entitled 
because of their suffering during the 
Holocaust. These are paid out by 
governments or institutions which 
consider them to be supplementary. 
Consequently the payments these 
people receive in local currency, like 
nationa] insurance or pension are 
substracted from the amount of the 
restitution awards. They lose on two 
counts; sum substracted is too high, 
because it is converted from shekels 
to foreign currency according to the 
exchange rate; and what remains 
luses again when it is converted 
from foreign currency to shekels. 


Nobody is going to 
give women more power

Yael Dayan. who would have served 
the party well on the Knesset For- 
eign Affairs and Defence Commit- 
tee. and Dafna Sharfman, who 
would have strengthened the forces 
advocating human fights and wom- 
en's issues. 

Sharfman. a Ph.D. student at 
Haifa University. has recently publi- 
shed a book on women in Israeli 
potitics. Her main conclusions: That 
women have equal opportunities in 
Israeli politics is a myth created by 
the image of the chain-smoking 
Golda Meir: women are underrep- 
resented even in the Labour move- 
ment, which bears the banner of 
equality; while some progress has 
been made in Israel regarding for- 
mal equality for women. no progress 
has been made regarding their polit- 
ical equality. 


IT IS EASY to blame external fac- 
tors for this state of affairs: the role 
of the religious establishment in re- 
sisting women's participation, Ori- 
ental traditions and the IDF “old 
boys’ network™ - these in addition 
to the causes of inequlity that one 
finds in other Western societies. 

It is more difficult to offer interna! 
remedies — remedies that women 
themselves can apply -- beyond the 
continuous struggle for formal equ- 
laity and for a fundamental change 
in men's attitudes towards women.

Some argue that the fact thar 
women aré more inclined to habitate 
in the nature reserve of women's 
organizations than in the “real” jun- 
gle of politics is counterproductive. 
As one who prefers the jungle and 
has deliberately stayed away from 
women’s issues and organizations, I 
can say that few women seem in- 
clined to try to venture into politics 
on their merits. 

Nevertheless, the experience of 
both Shulamit Aloni and Geula Co- 
hen in Israeli politics is worthy of 
careful examination. Both rose 
within the jungle -- not in the nature 
reserves. Both broke away from 
their original parties (Labour and 
Herut respectively) for ideological 
and personal reasons, and founded 
Israel's two most radical Zionist par- 
ties — the Citizens Rights Movement 
on the Left and Tehiya on the Right. 
But neither has encouraged other 
women to follow in their foo: 

And both have been slowly over- 
welmed by the male members of 
their parties. 

As opposed to the approach that 
advocates that women break out of 
their nature reserves, there is that 
which advocates that women extend 
these reserves into the Knesset — in 
other words. repeat the experience 
of Wizo, which ran for the First 
Knesset (and was represented in the 
Knesset by a woman from 1949 to 
1951). 

Thus, there are those who believe 
that if Labour women ran on a sepa- 
rate list, though with the identical 


platform of their parent party, they 
could win many more Knesset seats 
than they can under the current sys- 
tem. This is arguable, since even 
though one may assume that some 
50 per cent of Labour voters are 
women, it is known that women do 
not necessarily vote for women. 


CONCLUSIONS? Nobody is going 
to give women more power. Techni- 
calities alone, sucti as quotas, are 
not going to give it to them. They 
are going to have to take it, and they
